George came away from the Genoa conference badly worsted 
while France was left in the saddle holding the whip hand in ; 
European affairs. Naturally the interests of 
Great 
Britain | 
clashed with those of other nations and it was a game of J 
every fellow for himself. England must depend largely on her I 
foreign trade to exist at all and to this end she has been j 
eager to reopen relations with Russia and Germany, giving th£ ; 
latter considerable leeway in the matter of reparations and 
other features laid down by the Versailles treaty. However,! 
France has not worried so much about the unemployment \ 
problem in Great Britain and the necessity of restoring British 
trade as she has about the possibility of future trouble with 
Germany. In this she has been backed by most of the smaller 
nations and Lloyd George had a poor chance to win anything 
at Genoa. France is the main show on the continent because 
she has the strongest army, as Simonds sees it, hence the 
smaller nations are attracted to the ally who is most capable 
of affording protection in the event of trouble.
